DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 2, 4 - 10, 13 - 16 and 18 have been examined. Claims 3, 11, 12, and 
17 have been canceled by Applicant subsequent to a restriction requirement. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 2, 4 - 1 0, 1 3 - 1 6 and 1 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, either alone or in combination, neither disclose nor suggest an apparatus for 
preventing unintentional movement of a road freight vehicle comprising a telescoping 
arm, connected in a stationary manner at a first end, pivotal about two axes with respect 
to said first end, and including an engagement means upon a second end. 

Jette et al. (7,032,720) discloses a wheel chock restraint system including two 
arms pivotally connected to each other and pivotally connected in a stationary manner 
at a first end, said first end pivotal about one axis with respect to said first end. Jette 
lacks a telescoping arm and the ability to pivot about a second axis. 

Cone (4,207,019) discloses a truck dock wheel safely chock system including a 
telescoping arm, connected in a stationary manner at a first end. Cone lacks any 
means for said arm to pivot in relation to a first end.
